Winning  the  Rocky  Mountain  Con- 
ference track  title  last  Saturday  furn- 
ished a real  climax  to  a most  success- 
ful athletic  year  at  Brigham  Young 
University.  The  acquisition  of  this 
conference  honor  came  as  the  initial 
one  in  this  sport  for  the  Cougar 
tracksters,  and  is  the  only  conference 
team  title  captured  by  B.  Y.  U.  in  a 
major  sport  since  1924,  when  the  Mor- 
mon school  claimed  R.  M.  C.  basket- 
ball honors,  following  a series  of  suc- 
cessful seasons  in  the  hoop  sport. 

Summarizing  the  athletic  accomp- 
lishments of  Young  University  for  the 
year  1928-29,  would  indicate  that  we 
are  entering  a period  of  pronounced 
prosperity  in  the  athletic  circle,  with  a 
trend  favoring  a partial  monopoly  of 
athletic  bunting  by  our  institution  in 
the  next  few  years.  This  statement  is 
based  on  a series  of  victories  that  have 
netted  the  following  titles  and  accomp 
lishments  for  the  year: 

State  basketball  title. 

State  swimming  title. 

State  tennis  title. 

R.  M.  C.  track  title. 

Individual  high  point  honors  in  the 
National  Inter-Collegiate  Swimming 
Meet. 

Outplayed  the  state  and  conference 
football  team  to  furnish  the  only  game 
that  they  did  not  win  during  the  sea- 
son. (B.  Y.  U.  0;  U.  of  U.,  0) 

The  Cougar  basketball  team  was 
second  only  to  the  nationally  famed 
Montana  State  quintet  in  the  confer- 
ence fight  for  the  hoop  season,  having 
scored  victories  over  the  two  Utah 
schools  rather  consistently,  after  com- 
pleting a most  victorious  pre-season 
schedule  with  formidable  teams  from 
the  coast  and  mid-west. 

Young  scored  swimming  victories 
over  both  the  Farmers  and  the  Ute? 
in  the  dual  meets  to  take  the  state  title 
in  that  sport  quite  handily,  only  to 
lose  the  western  division  of  the  con-

PrizesOn  “New  Republic” 
Essay  Contest  Announced 


The  first  prize  in  theNew  Republic’s 
essay  contest,  on  the  subject,  “College 
As  It  Might  Be,”  went  to  Howard 
Jay  Graham,  of  the  class  of  1927,  at 
Whitman  College,  now  a graduate 
student  at  the  University  of  California. 
The  judges.  Dr.  Alexander  Meikle- 
john  of  the  Experimental  College  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  Dean 
Max  McConn  of  Lehigh  University, 
author  of  “College  or  Kindergarten,” 
and  Professor  Robert  Morss  Lovett  of 
the  University  of  Chicago,  on^of  the 
editors  of  The  New  ^Republic,  ex- 
perienced great  difficulty  in  choosing 
among  several  papers  of  high  merit. 

Essays  in  the  contest  were  received 
from  students  and  graduates  of  seven- 
ty-three colleges  and  universities  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada,  with 
midwestern  and  eastern  districts  most 
heavily  represented.  More  than  twici 
as  many  men  as  women  competed 
and  more  undergraduates  than  gradu- 
ates. Their  plans  for  ideal  colleges 
showed  a heavy  preponderance  for 
co-education  and  against  inter-collegi- 
ate athletics,  a smaller  preponderance 
against  fraternities,  and  a general  pro 
test  against  the  grading  system,  again 
st  examinations,  and  even  in  many 
cases  the  conferring  of  degrees. 

"The  college  misjudges  us  soda 
clerks,  newsboys,  shoe  salesmen’s 
sons  and  preacher’s  daughters,”  says 
Mr.  Graham,  whose  essay  appears  in 
this  week’s  New  Republic.  “Truly 
■\^'e  are  ‘intellectual  barbarians,’  but  to 
infer  that  we  are  incapable  of  educa- 
tion raises  the  question,  ‘incapable  of 
what  kind  of  education?’  In  place  of 
the  course  system  I propose  an  inten- 
sive searching  study  by  each  student  of 
some  problem,  field,  or  institution  in 
which  he  is  interested.”  In  conclu- 
sion the  author  demands,  “And  did 
not  the  Barbarians  conquer  Rome?' 

Other  interesting  essays  in  the  con- 
test will  appear  in  succeeding  num- 
bers of  The  New  Republic.

He  gives  vent  to  a hearty  horse- 
laugh over  the  fate  of  his  poor  un- 
imaginative classmates  who  stayed  be- 
hind to  till  the  soil.  Salesman  number 
two  rouses  himself  from  thoughts  of 
the  girl  he  left  behind  him  and  the 
differences  between  the  kind  that  mo- 
ther used  to  make  and  restaurant  sink- 
ers, and  gives  a non-committal  grunt. 
“Yeah,  great  stuff  all  right.” 

“That  looks  like  a good  house,  let's 
try  that  one.” 

“Aw,  I don’t  like  the  looks  of  ths 
town;  they  wouldn’t  buy  woolens 
here.  It’s  too  hot.” 

Finally,  however,  a town  that  looks 
good  for  woolens  shows  up  miracul- 
ously at  the  same  time  the  partner- 
ship spends  the  last  dollar  of  the 
money  that  Uncle  George  lent  them 
to  make  the  trip.  With  a sixty-pound 
suitcase  dragging  the  ground  on  one 
side  and  a heavy  heart  on  the  other, 
the  two  traveling  men  storm  the  first 
threshold. 

“I  am  representing  the  Black  Sheep 
Woolen  Mills,  located  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  We  have  a line  of  guaranteed — ” 
“There’s  a Mormon  out  here,  Mawl 
We  don’t  want  no  woolens  do  we?” 
(Sweat  begrimed  voice  from  the 
washroom) : “Lord  no.” 

“We  don’t  want  none,  I guess.” 
“Thank  you,  good  day.” 

From  this  time  on,  there  are  sever- 
al chances  for  the  college  salesmen. 
They  may  become  bona-fide  success- 
es with  their  names  on  the  factory 
honor  roll  and  a world  of  new  wis- 
dom and  optimism,  not  to  speak  of  the 
twelve  hundred  dollars  originally 
sought.  They  may  become  miserable 
failures  without  the  character  to  stick 
dut  repeated  rebuffs  more  than  a 
week.  They  may  after  a month  of  hon- 
est effort  wisely  accept  a position 
herding  the  sheep  whose  wool  is  sent 


to  the  Black  She^  Woolen  Mill^. 
Or  they  may  belong  to  one  of  the 
numerous  middle  class  type.  This 
may  mean  they  are  of  the  type  who 
turn  the  summer’s  work  into  a vaca- 
tion, merely  selling  enough  to  keep 
the  wolf  -from  having  pups  on  the 
back  seat  of  their  car,  and  take  them 
from  place  to  place;  or  it  may  mean 
they  make  a fair  saving  for  the  sea- 
son. 

But  whatever  their  status,  It 
takes  a statesman,  in  most  cases  to 
learn  the  bona  fide  figures  of  their 
season’s  wages.  Twos  are  changed 
into  fours,  and  decimal  points  jump  a 
figure  when  results  are  sought.  They 
have  so  elaborated  and  repeated  their 
all-wool-and-a-yard-wide  fairy  tales 
that  after  a month's  short  period  of 
repitition  they  believe  the  highly  in- 
flated narratives  themselves. 

By  checking  on  salesmen  who  would 
finally  break  down  and  confess  the 
truth,  and  compiling  figures  from  the 
monthly  sales  bulletin  of  two  com- 
panies, it  was  possible  to  get  a glim- 
mer of  inside  facts. 

Twenty-five  per  cent  were  utter 
failures;  thirty-five  per  cent  out  slight- 
ly ahead  of  the  game,  and  slightly 
behind  in  their  used  car  payments; 
twenty  per  cent  saved  from  between 
$200  and  $400;  and  twenty  per  cent 
were  top-notchers.  This  last  twenty 
per  cent  had  as  savings,  after  paying 
approximately  $70  a month  for  board 
and  transportation,  from  $400  tc 
$1500. 

Those  who  succeeded  were  endowed 
with  a gift  of  psychological  diagnosis 
if  character,  a sincere  optimism, 
firm  belief  in  Black  Sheep  Woolens, 
cleverness,  sticlc-to-it-iveness,  and  the 
will  to  work.
